To His Excellency, J. M. STONE, and the Honorable Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi : 


GENTLEMEN-—1 have the honor to submit to you my second 
annual report as Superintendent of Public Education, together 
with a few suggestions prompted by a sincere desire to promote 
the educational facilities of the State. 

In forming a correct judgment of the nature and progress of 
the efforts which have been made by Legislative enactments in 
our commonwealth, in behalf of the cause of free public instruction 
we cannot disguise the fact that the public school system was first 
engrafted upon the State, under new and unparalleled circum- 
stances, by those who were not regarded by a large portion of our 
citizens as fully identified with the material 1uterests of the State. 
For a time the system was under the control and fostering care, 
in many instances, neither of the wisest nor the best. It was 
but natural, therefore, that many of our people should suspect it 
as an alien, or distrust it as a spy. : 

These impressions were greatly strengthened by the fact that 
the system as regulated by the legislation of former years, and 
the desire for means of official speculation on the part of some, was 
pressed so far beyond the requirements and ability of the people as 
to be felt to be rather a burden than a blessing. It is no matter of 
surprise, therefore, that opposition to the system should have been 
excited on the part of some, and lukewarmness felt on the part 
of more. The wonder is, that so few were found to oppose, and 
So many ready to espouse and carry forward the system, despite 
its defects, and, in many instances, its maladministration. But 
during the past two years, under an administration of reform and 
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retrenchment, these grounds of opposition have been removed, and* 
now the great mass of the people of the State, without distinction: 
of race or party, are found the fast friends and-supporters of the- 
school free system. 

One of the abuses of the system entailed under the regime of" 
former years, was that of debí—a public school debt in a large 
number of the counties Of the State. This gave the occasion, 
and presented the temptation to County Superintendents and, 
others to speculate in school warrants, which became greatly de 
preciated in value—in some cases below half par value—teachers 
were thus deprived of much of the just reward of their labor,. 
and the school revenues of one yeas absorbed to a large extent 
in payment of the outstanding school warrants of former years. 

It is but just to say that the abuse complained of did not exist 
in all the counties. Some of them have adhered to the cash sys- 
tem in the management of their schools, from the beginning, and 
some County Superintendents of Education have discouraged all 
efforts at speculation in school warrants. But such as I have 
briefly stated was the prevalent condition of things when I was- 
assigned to the office of State Superintendent of Public Educa- 
tion by the judgment of the Executive and the concurrent action: 
of the Senate. Fully convinced that no system of public educa- 
tion could be efficiently sustained for any length of time, under 
a policy which admitted of, and furnished the facilities for, such 
abuses, I at once directed my official influence to the abatement 
of this evil. In the early part of the year (1877) a circular let- 
ter was addressed to County Superintendents, soliciting informa- 
tion as to the financial condition of the public school sistem in 


their respective counties, and the means at their command for 


sustaining the public schools during the year. Upon a careful 
collation of the facts, as contained-in the answers to this circular 
letter, the result was reached, that in a majority of the counties 
there was a large school debt, and that the actual school revenues 
then at command, would not sustain the schools for a term ex- 
ceeding two or two and a half months, and in some counties for a 
less term. 

Yet, notwithstanding this financial embarrassment and the 
great reluctance expressed by many County Boards of Super- 
visors to levying an additional school tax, the subjoined statistics 
show that the average school term in the sixty-five counties re- 
porting was, outside of cities and towns, seventy-seven days, and 
in cities and towns, so far as reported, 200 days, or ten” months. 
Of the ten counties not reported, it is known that several of 
them have been foremost in the cause of public education, and. 
had they been reported, it is believed the average term would 
have exceeded eighty days, or four months. k 

It should be further stated, that the school debt, in most or 
all of the counties so embarrassed, has been greatly reduced, 
and in some entirely liquidated ; so that the public school sys- 
tem of the State is to-day nearer a cash basis than at any time- 
since its inauguration. In order to reach this end, it wass 
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deemed proper and necessary, in some localities, to reduce the 
number of schools by consolidating two or more contiguous 
to each other into one; yet, without serious detriment to the 
public interest; and, also, to make a very general reduction in 
the salaries of teachers. The average monthly salary paid 
teachers last year (1876) was $39 87; for the present year 
(1877) $29 194. Still, notwithstanding this marked reduction 
‘in the average salary, it is believed, that, in most cases, the 
teachers have realized more for their services, during the pre- 
sent year, than for the year preceding—due, in great measure, 
to the increased value of the school warrants. 

J would call attention to the fact that more white children 
are reported as enrolled in the public schools for this year than 
last, though not so many eolored children. The reduced num- 
her of colored children is owing, in part at least, if not wholly, 
to the fact that of the ten counties not reported, several con- 
tain a very large number of colored chiidren who are not in- 
‘cluded in the estimate given—quite a sufficient number, it is 
‘believed, which, if added to the number reported, would equal, 


Af not exceed, the estimate given in the annual report of last. 


year. 

The number of educable children in the State, it will be ob- 
«served, is reported as less this year than last. This manifest 
-error is due to a great dereliction of duty on the part of some 
county assessors, who failed to make a correct report of all the 
educable children in their respective counties—thus entailin g 
«great injustice on their counties in the distribution of the Sta e 
appropriation to public schools, I desired, if possible, to 
have this error, and consequent injustice to some of the coun- 
ties, corrected ; and, to this end, submitted the matter to. the 
Attorney General for a legal solution. But he could suggest 

“no relief, and informed me that- I had no discretion, but must 
»make my report to the Auditor on the basis of the Assessors’ 
lists of educable children filed in my office. 

The majority of these reports of the county assessors, NOW 
on file in this office, have been prepared with great care, and 
are invaluable as record books of reference. It is greatly to 
be regretted that any of them should be defective—so defec- 
‘tive, indeed, in some cases, as may call for special legislation 
to prevent great wrong to a few counties, 

“ The system of public schools” among us, as justly stated 


‘by His Excellency in his message, “is, as it were, in a trial 


tate.” Much has been done; but more remains to be accom- 
plished. The foundation has now been securely laid, many 
difficulties removed out of the way, and under the fostering 
care of wise legislation, a liberal patronage, and judicious 
management, there is no good reason why the public school 
system of the State may not eer long attain a high de- 
gree of perfection and efficiency. Every judicious effort lookin g 
to the augmentation of the educational facilities of the State 
should receive encouragement and substantial support. 
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UNIVERSITY OF MISSISSIPPI, 


The claims and merits of this Institution have, at length, 
arrested the attention of the citizens of the State, and a very 
large increase has been made this term to the number of its 
students, literary and professional, and also to the corps of. its. 
faculty. The number of students in attendance for the session 
commencing October 4th, 1876, was 114, The number in at- 
teudance for corresponding term, (1877,) 391. Of these, 32 
are law students, aud the remaining 360 are in the College and 
Preparatory Department, or High School. The Faculty con- 
sists of a Chancellor, 8 Professors, 4 Tutors, 4 members of 
the Senior Class as Special Tutors, Principal of the High 
School, and Law Professur. The Chancellor writes: “A 
prosperous future seems to be dawniug upon the University. 
Its full realization requires, in my humble judgment, an effi- 
cent system of Public Education that will place within reach 
of tte people of every part of the State a good High School, 
preparatory to the University.” A wise and tiberal policy, on 
the part of the State, towards this Institution, is demanded by 
every consideration which can appeal to the intelligence and 
patriotism of our people. Paradoxical as it may seem, it could 
easily be shown that he who founds a University of learning. 
does more for the cause of general education than even he 
who inaugurates asystem of primary public schools for the 
masses. All objections, therefore, to a liberal policy towards 
the University, on the plea of educating the few at the ex- 
pense of the many, are utterly sophistical. An efficient public 
school system without High Schools, and a University or Uni- 
versities crowning all, and in which all culminate, is an ano- 
maly which the history of Education do.s not furnish. 


ALCORN UNIVERSITY. 


The President of this Institution, Rev. H. R. Revels, re- 
ports that owing to the great poverty of the colored people, 
the number of students now in attendance is not so large as 
they had reason to anticipate. The number in attendance 
during the past academic year was 83, being about 50 per cent. 
more than the enrollment of the previous year. The number 
of applications during vacation 1n anticipation of the approach- 
ing term, led them to expect their number to reach between 80: 
and 90 at the opening of the last fallterm. But instead, and 
for the reason above stated, they opened with only 48. This, 
hawever, was an increase of five over the number present at. 
the eorresponding time of the preceding year; and they have 
reason to look for a large increase during the winter. All the 
expenses of the University, except the salaries of the Faculty 
(consisting of President, one Professor and two Tutors) are 
paid by the proceeds of the Institution. The University is ap- 
parently in a much improved condition as to its morale, and 
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its finances seem to be managed with economy. We commend 
it to the patronage and care of the State, with the hope that 
it may soon realize the expectations of its friends. 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL, AT HOLLY SPRINGS. 


The reports received from this school are of a highly grati- 
fying characcer. It is believed to be in a better anc more pros- 
perous condition than at any previous time of its history. The 
number of pupils enrolled is 95; average attendance, 89. 

The Principal, W."B. Highgate, furnises the subjoined finan- 
cial statemeni, viz:

The balance on hand is inadequate to pay the arrearages due 
on salaries of teachers. The repairs reported were ordered by 
the Board of Trustees, under a sense of imperative necessity. 
From a personal knowledge of the condition and wants and 
prospects of the school, [ would respectfully suggest that as 
liberal a policy be adopted toward this Institution as the pub- 
lic interests will justify. 


Š STATE NORMAL SCHOOL, AT TOUGALOO. 


The nnmber of pupils enrolled, during the scholastic year, 
was 106—with an average monthly attendance of 50. The 
amount appropriated by the last Legislature, to this school, 
for the year 1877, was $2,500. This amount has been paid to 
the Institution by the Treasurer by «order of the Board of 
Trustees. 

“The American Missionary Society,” located in the city of 
New York. purchased a large tract of land in Madison county, 
in 187-, and erected thereon substantial buildings, founding 
the Tougaloo University, which has been doing a good work in 
the education of the colored youth of the State. An Act was 
passed by the Legislature and approved April 6th, 1874, creat- 
ing a Normal Department in connection with this University, 
belonging to, and controlled by, the American Missionary As- 
sociation. This Act also created a Board of Trustees for the 
Normal School thus established by the State, to the support of 
which appropriations have been made from year to year. By 
this Act all laws in force in the Siate relating to Normal Schools 
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“are expressly extended to this school, and the powers and 
duties of the Board of Trustees therein explicitly defined. 

The attention of the Board of Trustees was specially called 
to the foregoing facts, in view of some marked changes pro- 
posed to be made by the American Missionary Society, relating 
to the teachers in the Normal Department of the School, en- 
tirely ignoring the powers and duties of the Board in this 
matter. This led to the following correspondence with the Sec- 
retary of the American Missionary Association, and the conse- 
quent action of the Board, which are clearly presented in the 
subjoined extract taken from a letter of the President of the 
Board, Col. J. L. Power, addressed to His Excellency, Gov. 
Stone, dated Dec, 24th, 1877: 

“The Board of Trustees of the Normal Department, at their * 
meeting in May last, appointed a Committee to examine into the 
the subject of the relation of the Board to the American Mis- 
sionary Society in the management of the Normal Department. 
The Committee ascertained that the Act creating the Board gives 
it the power to ““employ a. principal and such assistant teachers 
as may be neccessary, and fix the salary of each, and prescribe 
their several duties. They shall have the power to remove either 
principal or assistants, for good and sufficient cause, and appoint 
others in their stead. They shall prescribe the various books to 
be used in said school, ete. On the 20th of July last, a commu- 
nication was addressed to Rev. Dr. M. E. Strieby, Secretary of 
the American Missionary Association, calling his attention to 
these provisions of the law, and that the present Board desired to 
have a voice in the selection of teachers, instead of being appoint- 
ed as heretofore, regardless of the wishes of the Board. We suggest- 
ed to him that it was our desire to encourage the colored youth of 
our own State, some of whom have qualified themselves, to teach 
by letting them know that they can get positions in such institu- 
tions, when competent. To this, Dr. Strieby replied: “It seems 
due to the friends through whose benevolence we have established 
the work, that the Association nominate the teachers who shall be 
connected with the school, and that they be selected according to 
their especial fitness for such responsibility,- and without regard 
to race. It seems also proper that the party nominating teachers 
should have power to make such change in the Faculty as may 
be shown to be necessary for the best advancement of the work, 
since it is sometimes the case that teachers selected, although 
bearing the best testimonials, may not, on being tested, prove 
fully equal to the demand.” Ata meeting of the Board held on 
the 21st inst., after a full discussion of the subject, the following 
action was taken : 

“The Committee appointed at the last meeting to confer with 
the American Missionary Association, in reference to our rela- 
tions to the Normal Department of the Tougaloo University, etc., 
reported, per J. L. Power, letters written to, and received from 
said Association, clearly indicating the purpose on the part of the 
Association to claim and exercise a control in the management 
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of said Normal Department, inconsistent with the powers and 
duties of this Board. The following order was therefore taken: 

1. Resolved, That the Treasurer be authorized and instructed 
to pay, upon vouchers signed by the President and attested by 
the Secretary of the Board, to the’ proper party, the balance 
of the amount appropriated by the Legislature to the Normal 
Department of the Tougaloo University, viz: ($1,000) provided, 
that said action authorized shall not be construed as an acknowl- 
edgment on the part of the Board of any just obligation devolv- 
ing on them to order the payment of the same, but in order to 
prevent any disappointment and detriment to the causé‘afeduca- 
tion that might result from withholding said payment. ~ = 

2d. Resolved, That in view of the fact that the authority o 
the Board in the management and control of the Normal Depar t 
ment of said Institution, has been ignored, and denied by the 
“American Missionary Association” —thus rendering co-operation 
on the part of the State impracticable, it is the seuse of this 
Board that no further appropriation should be made by the Legis- 
lature to said institution.” : 

The foregoing statement is deemed sufficient to give all 
necessary information as to the present attitude of the State 
towards this Institution. His Excellency, in his message, has 
indicated a policy which, it is believed, accords with the views 
of the Board. 

As has been stated in the Governor’s message—aided hy the 
efficient services of District Attorney Boothe, of the eleventh 
District, the sum of $500 has been received from one of the 
sureties on the bond of T. W. Cardozo, former Treasurer of 

| the-Board of the Normal Department at Tougaloo, and the 
same has been deposited with the State Treasurer, as ex-officio 
w Treasurer of the Board. 


PEABODY BUND. 


In former years, a number of schools located in the cities 
and towns, have received liberal aid from this fund. Many of 
these are now among our most prosperous schools, and much 
of their efficiency is due to this timely and generous assist- 
ance. Itis with pleasure that we recognize the fact that the 
thanks of the citizens of the State are due the Trustees of 
this fund, and their efficient agent, Rev. Dr. B. Sears, of Stan- 
ton, Virginia. By reason of the reduced ineome from this 
fund, the appropriation of former years was curtailed in 1876, 
the amount then appropriated being limited to $6,000. This 
necessarily excluded quite a number of the schools applying 
for aid, from any appropriation for that year. But the hope 
was indulged that a larger appropriation might be made the 
next year, and the preference given to schools failing to receive 
aid the year previous. : 

The Board of Trustees of the Peabody fund met in October 


last, and soon thereafter, a communication was received from 
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Dr, Sears, the general agent, notifying me that owing to their 
greatly reduced income, he would “be obliged to withhold 
funds from Mississippi, for the year, in order to aid States that 
are doing more, and have received less for schools.” He adds: 
‘We have been just as liberal to Mississippi as if it had ac- 
knowledged and paid its bonds.” 

This letter’ was received at this office at a time when I was 
officially absent, and when County Superintendents and Boards 
of Trustees of schools applying for aid, “were impatient to 
know the result of their applications, As the letter was ex- 
ceedingly brief, the clerk in my office, copied the letter and 
sent it to several County Superintendents, FOR INFORMATION— 
little anticipating that it would find its way into the public 
prints. It has been made the subject of animadversion in 
many of the papers of the State. For this reason, the publi- 
city heretofore inadvertently given to it, and the criticism 
which it has elicited, I have thought proper to allude to it in 
this connection. 

In my reply to Dr, Sears, I expressed “ surprise and morti- 
fication” that in withholding an appropriation from the State , 
he should have seen fit to “taunt us with doing little for our- 
selves, and the State with refusing to aeknowledge and pay its 
bonds.” The reference to these things could not, therefore, 
be otherwise regarded than as “ uncalled for, if not unkind.” 

In subsequent letters received from him, I have been assured 
that the purport and spirit of his “hasty and somewhat care- 
less, but well-meant note” had been entirely misunderstood. 
He disclaims all intention of drawing any invidious compari- 
son between the present and former administration of the pub- 
lic school system in the State; and as to his reference to the 
action of the State, in the matter of the so-called “ repudiated 
bonds, he says: “1 see, now, what did not occur to me in my 
haste, ‘that I ought to have said more, or said nothing.” . 

The necessity for introducing these statements thus publicly, 
is deeply to be regretted-—marring, as they do, an official cor- 
respondence with the distinguished ‘gentleman, the general agent 
of this Fund—a correspondence which has been uniformly 
characterized by great courtesy and the most liberal sentiments 
toward the people of the State. This “little unpleasantness,” 
it is hoped, will not be allowed to make any breach between the 
Trustees and Agent of this Fund and the citizens of the 
State. 

Before closing the duty which terminates my official connec- 
tion with this department of the public interests of the State, 
I trust it will not be deemed presumptuous in me to offer a few 
suggestions in reference to needed legislation d in the interests 
of the public school system. 

1. I would respectfully suggest the necessity and wisdom of 
consolidating the present school law, repealing whatis defective, 
and much that is practically obsolete, and supplying what is 
needed to give coherency and greater efficiency to the system. 
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2. Under the general work of amendment, attention is 
respectfully called to the following items: l 

(a.) Salary and Duties of County Superintendents. —It is 
perfectly manifest that a high degree of efficiency in the public 
school system cannot be attained without close and constant 
supervision by competent officers. But in order to secure 
competent and efficient local supervision, something like an 
adequate compensation must be awarded. The law should be 
so amended as to require County Superintendents to visit and 
personally inspect all the schools in their respective counties, 
and for this service adequate compensation should be paid. 

(b.) Graded Schools. and Teachers’ Salaries.—A very se- 
rious difficulty is encountered under the present law, which 
limits the maximum salary of teachers to $40 per month. In 
the impoverished condition of our people, the question of 
finance is the great problem underlying all wise and efficient 
legislation. How can we secure the best teachers for the least 
money? Certainly not by reduciug all classes or grades of 
teachers to a level, and then paying the best only what the 
poorest are willing to”accept. The inevitable result of such a 
policy is to drive from the State our most competent and effi- 
cient teachers, and substitute, in their place, incompetent and 
inefficient teachers. This evil is already becoming manifestin 
some of the counties, and Superintendents have actually com- 
plained of it. 

As a remedy, I would suggest a system of graded schools, in- 
cluding, say three grades; placing the first grade at a salary 
sufficient to invite the best teaching talent; the second grade 
at a less salary, and the third grade at a still lower salary. 
The third grade would, doubtless, embrace the majority of 
the teachers in the State, and thus the average salary, after all, 
need not largely exceed the present average salary. 

(c.) County Boards of Examiners.—Upon these devolve the 
duty and responsibility of certifying to the qualification, after 
careful examination, of all applicants for the office of County 
Superintendent. Their term of office is not defined under the 
present law. Hence, great confusion has existed in some of 
the counties on this subject. It is respectfully suggested that 
an Act be passed requiring such Boards to be appointed de novo 
in all the counties, and that their certificates of qualification 
be given to all applicants under the sanction of an oath. 

(d.) The Levying of a Tax for School Purposes.—The last 
suggestion I shall venture to make, is in reference to the levy 
of a school tax by County Boards of Supervisors. A differ- 
ence of opinion exists among our best informed citizens, and 
even among gentlemen of the legal profession, as to the power 
and duties of Boards of County Supervisors in reference to 
this matter. I need not detail these opinions and the reasons 
urged by the respective advocates of them. Suffice it to say, 
that the difference is so great, and the antagonism so obstinate, 
that unless some additional legislation be had, there is reason 
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to apprehend that serious detriment will be felt to the-public 

school interest. I would respectfully submit, with some hesi- 

tation, the suggestion that this whole matter of levying the“ 
public school tax be removed from Boards of County Super- 

visors, and Boards of Mayor and Aldermen, as the case may 

be, (except in so far as it may be discretionary on their parts 

for a special increase of their schoo} revenues, ) and be confined 

to State legislation. 


STATE MAPS, 


Attention is respectfully called to the collection of Hardee’s 
Maps stored away in the rooms of this Department. Ten were 
sold during the year,.at $1 00 each and the proceeds paid over to 
the State Treasurer: There are a large number of the maps now 
on hand, and but little demand for them. It would be an act of 
economy to authorize their sale at 50 cents each, or in case of no 
demand, to have them distributed among the schools of the State. 

In conclusion, I would express my appreciation of -that 
uniform kindness and courtesy extended to me individually 
and officially by the officers of the several Departments with 
whom I have been brought into personal and official relation. 
Cherishing the hope that the suggestions I have herewith sub- 
mitted to your consideration will be accepted in the spirit in 
which they have been offered—a sincere desire to advance the 
educational interests of all classes in the State—

To the. Honorable Legislature of the State Mississippi: 


We have the honor herewith to submit to your honorable body, 
the Seventh Annual Report of the State Board of Education. In 
doing so, we shall simply present a copy of the Report submitted 
to your consideration at the last meeting of the Legislature, as 
no changes have occurred in the status of the sixteenth section 
lands requiring special notice. 

The difficulty mentioned in our last report, in getting a correct 
statement from the counties, in relation to the Sixteenth Lands, 
has not, as yet, been wholly overcome. 

We can get specific data from but few counties in the State. 

The following is as near as we can obtain: 

Number of acres of 16th section lands originally granted to 
the State by the General Government:

Number of acres of Chickasaw land................ .174,550 

From the meager reports in our possession we are unable to 
estimate definitely as to the disposition made of these 16th section 
lands, most of which, prior to the war, were leased for a period 
of ninety-nine years, the original purchasers paying the money 
for said lands to the local Boards, and this money loaned on such 
securities as was at that time deemed to be solvent and good, but 
since the war have been found in almost every case to be unavail- 
able, from the fact that the obligations of parties are barred by 
the statute of limitation, and in many instances the bankruptcy 
of debtors. The notes given, unfortunately, are deemed worth- 
less. 

In a few isolated cases the purchase money was not paid, and 
in these cases the lands or their value in money remain under the 
control of the local Township Boards. These funds heretofore 
have been desperately handled. 

We would respectfully call. attention to the Report of ‘the 


y 
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Special Committee appointed, 1874, under House Concurrent 
Resolution, No. 8, for the purpose of examining and reporting 
the condition of the Chickasaw School Fund, which report can be 
found on file in the State Library, and contains a full and com- 
plete history of the subject. The law leasing these lands fixed 
fixed their value at six dollars per acre, in gold or its equivalent, 
and is still in force. 

We are of the opinion that at that time there were thousands 
of acres of this land really worth the valuation put upon it, but 
in view of the fact that all of the lands approximating to said 
valuation have been entered, leaving 37,143 acres, for which the 
State cannot, and has not, found a purchaser for, years, for the 
manifest reason that the valuation is entifely too high. 

By a proper reduction in the price of this land, it would very 
greatly benefit two [classes of our citizens—those who wish to 
obtain land for homesteads, and those who would receive the 
proceeds in the way of the education of their children. It may 
be that if the reduction is not made, the State, in the distant 
future, will find some one patriotic enough to make the purchase, 
and allow the proceeds to inure to the education of the youth in 
the Chickasaw District; but up to this time she has failed to find 
that long wished for purchaser. In truth, we trust that the Leg- 
islature will give us a revision entirely of these school lands, 
throwing a proper safeguard around them, and permitting them 
to be put into market. 

Such an Act would reduce taxation on the lands now paying the 
revenues of the State, and give us a handsome school fund tor the 
purpose of aiding in the education of the youth of the State to a 
higher civilization. 

The foregoing suggestions are. respectfully submitted to the 
wisdom of your honorable body. l
